Recruiting and Conscription. 

The latest recruiting returns for Ireland 
show a total of 6,856 men—less than one- 
seventh part of the minimum number that 
is required for the maintenance of the 
three Irish Divisions. On Wednesday we 
expressed our belief that, if the country 
could be convinced that the failure of 
Viscount French's appeal would be 
followed by the enforcement of conscrip- 
tion, enlistment would begin to advance 
by leaps and bounds. To-day we publish 
an official statement which ought to bring 
that conviction home to the minds of all 
sensible Irishmen. ‘The time-limit for the 
raising of the national quota of 50,000 
men has been extended from October Ist 
to October 15th. This extension was fore- 
shadowed in Mr. Serjeant Sallivan's 
recent speech at Londonderry, when he 
said that an additiona! fortnight, plus the 
fortnight needed for the legal enactment 
of the Order in Council, would keep the 
voluntary campaign open till the beginning 
of November. Serjeant Sullivan, however, 
could only warn the country that conscrip- 
tion was imminent. He did not speak 
with offical authority; and so, as we must 
conclude from the wretched returns of the ' 
last few days, his warning fel! on deaf 
ears. The official announcement now re-| 
moves the last shadow of doubt. “Should | 
voluntary recruiting fail and conscription | 
become necessary, the preliminary steps |

This movement is mak- 
ing very rapid progress. One Allied column 
is descending the Cerna valley towards the 
Vardar behind the Bulgarian positions 
which the British and Greek troops 
attacked. Another column has crossed the 
Cerna and is marching on Prilep, a road 
junction which serves the Bulgarian 
forces on the left towards Monastir ; 
its occupation must compel these forces 
to precipitate retreat. Beyond Prilep 
is the Babuna Pass, and, that once 
forced, Uskub is within reach. An Allied 
advance to that important centre the 
enemy must endeavour to prevent at all 
costs; for it would open a way into the 
heart of Bulgaria and bring into imminent 
peril the great Orient railway which is 
the only direct Austro-German link 
It is at this moment that 
General Allenby has resumed his ativance 
in Palestine, where the campaigning 
season has just opened.
